1. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF SECRETARY'S REMARKS AT RECEPTION 
HOSTED BY PM MEIR WEDNESDAY EVENING, MAY 29, 1974: 

2. QUOTE. MADAME PRIME MINISTER; FRIENDS AND COLLEAGUES: 
FOREIGN POLICY USUALLY DEALS WITH ABSTRACTIONS, WITH NATIONS 
AND WITH MILITARY UNITS, WITH BORDERS. IT ISN'T OFTEN THAT 
ONE CAN DEAL WITH SUBJECTS THAT INVOLVE THE INDIVIDUAL 
EXPERIENCE OF MILLIONS OF PEOPLE AND WHERE AS ONE DEALS WITH 
IT ONE CAN SENSE THE EMOTIONS AND THE HOPES AND THE FEARS AND 
WHERE ONE CAN BELIEVE THAT ONE HAS MADE A CONTRIBUTION 

IN THE RECENT WEEKS. 
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3. IN PERIODS WHICH WERE SOMETIMES DIFFICULT WE HAVE COME TO 
KNOW NOT EVERY STREAM IN KUNEITRA, BUT ALMOST EVERY HOPE OF 
PEOPLE ON BOTH SIDES OF THE BORDER WHERE EVERY FIELD EVOKES 
SUCH PROFOUND ASSOCIATIONS AND WHERE ONE BEGINS TO SENSE THAT 
THE DESIRE FOR PEACE IS TAKING ON EVER MORE TANGIBLE FORCE. 

4. THIS COUNTRY, WHICH HAS SUFFERED SO MUCH, AND THE PEOPLE 
THAT HAVE SUFFERED SO MUCH, NO GIFT COULD BE GREATER THAN THE 
POSSIBILITY OF A TRUE AND LASTING PEACE. 

5. ON BEHALF OF ALL OF MY COLLEAGES, I KNOW THAT OUR DEEPEST 
WISHES OF THE PAST MONTH WILL SPEED THE DAY WHEN A LASTING PEACE 
COMES. AND AS THE PRIME MINISTER SO ELEQUENTLY SAID, WHEN 
CHILDREN ON BOTH SIDES OF THE FRONTIER CAN LIVE IN SECURITY, 

WHEN MOTHERS DO NOT HAVE TO WORRY ABOUT THEIR SONS AND WHEN 
EVERYBODY CAN TURN THEIR ENERGIES TO TASKS OF CONSTRUCTION. 

OUR ISRAELI COLLEAGUES AND WE HAVE WORKED TOGETHER WITH A COMMON 
ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE COMMON OBJECTIVE OF PEACE AND WE SHALL 
MISS NIGHTLY MEETINGS (LAUGHTER), BUT WE HAVE FORGED AN UNDER- 
STANDING OF EACH OTHER AND OF FRIENDSHIP THAT NONE OF US WILL 
EVER FORGET AND WE HAVE FELT TOO THE HOPES AND THE WISHES OF 
THE PEOPLE OF ISRAEL WHICH WHEN MERGED WITH THE HOPES OF 
THE PEOPLE ON THE OTHER SIDE OF THE FRONTIER MUST LEAD SOON TO 
A LASTING PEACE. 

6. TO THE PRIME MINISTER, WHO HAS BEEN AN INSPIRATION TO US ALL 
ON BOTH SIDES OF THE TABLE, WE ARE SO HAPPY THAT IN THIS, HER 
LAST WEEK IN OFFICE, SHE COULD MAKE THIS GREAT CONTRIBUTION 
TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE AND WE HOPE THAT WE WILL HAVE 
THE OPPORTUNITY TO BENEFIT FROM HER WISDOM FOR MANY DECADES 
TO COME. THANK YOU VERY MUCH. UNQUOTE

8. QUOTE. LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE PRESS, 

MY COLLEAGUES, THE GUESTS, MR. SECRETARY, AND YOUR COLLEAGUES: 

I CAN SAY NOW OUR COLLEAGUES ON BOTH SIDES, RIGHT? THERE IS 

NO DOUBT THAT THIS IS A GREAT EVENING, AND EVENING THAT SPELLS GREAT 

EFFORTS, A LOT OF SOUL-SEARCHING, AND SEARCHING POSSIBILITIES 

THAT MAYBE SOMETIME AGO SEEMED TO BE 
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9. THIS IS A DAY THAT WE HOPE WILL BE A DAY THAT WILL NOT 

ONLY BRING IMMEDIATE QUIET ON OUR NORTHERN BORDERS AND THAT 
SYRIAN MOTHERS, ISRAELI MOTHERS, SYRIAN YOUNG WIVES, ISRAELI 
YOUNG WIVES, CHILDREN ON BOTH SIDES OF THE ORDER CAN GO TO 
SLEEP AT NIGHT WITHOUT TERROR, DREAMS OF 

WHO KNOWS, IF THEIR DEAR ONE IS ALIVE TODAY WILL HE BE ALIVE 
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AGAIN ON THE NEXT DAY? THIS IS WHAT WE HOPE FOR, FOR OUR PEOPLE 
AND FOR OUR NEIGHBORS AND WE HOPE THAT THIS GOES WELL. WE 
PRAY THAT IT SHOULD, THAT THIS IS A BEGINNING FOR A REAL AND 
LASTING PEACE WITH ALL OUR NEIGHBORS AND ALL OUR BORDERS. 

AGAIN, FOR THE SAKE OF THE PEOPLE ON BOTH SIDES OF THE BORDER. 

10. MR. SECRETARY, THIS IS REALLY TO A VERY GREAT EXTENT YOUR 

DAY. IT'S BEEN A JOY AND A PLEASURE TO WORK TOGETHER. WE 

SAT ON DIFFERENT SIDES OFTHE ABLE; AMERICAN DELEGATION ON ONE 

SIDE, ISRAELI DELEGATION ON THE OTHER SIDE, BUT SOMETIMES OUR 

PROBLEMS WERE RATHER MIXED UP, BECAUSE WE REALLY WANTED EXACTLY THE 

SAME THING. BUT THERE IS NO DOUBT-I'VE SAID IT BEFORE-WITHOUT 

YOUR PATIENCE, WITHOUT YOUR ABILITY FOR WORK-ALTHOUGH YOU GAVE US 

AN INFERIORITY COMPLEX- TV SAID TO MY COLLEAGUES IN THE CABINET 

THAT WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THESE THAT WERE CHIEFS OF STAFF IN THE 

OLD DAYS AND THE CHIEF OF STAFF OF TODAY THAT (DR. KISSINGER) 

KNOWS THE TERRAIN LIKE HE KNOWS HIS OWN HOME. I DON'T THINK ANYONE 
OF US WOULD DARE FACE AN EXAMINATION (FROM DR. KISSINGER) OF HILLS, 
TOWNS. ROADS, HOUSES. EVERY HOUSE IN KUNEITRA AND EVERY 
HOUSE THAT IS NOT THERE ANYMORE, EVEN.

WISHES, APPRECIATION, AND CONGRATULATIONS TO THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES, MR. NIXON.
